THE MORAL LAW FULFILLED. 
‘moses ” AGAIN. 
Te the Editcr of The Chicago Tribune: 

Onicaco, Jan. 21.—Jesus Christ, the great 
teacher, is accepted as infallible authority in all 
matters between God and man. His word is 
authority not cisputeble. His teachings, there- 
fore, settle all controversies. If he taught that 
the moral law was abrogated or superseded, or 
in any way changed, that teaching, like all of 
His teachiog, will be found in clear and impres- 
sive language, For He taught them as one 
having authority, and not as the Seribes. We 
ask where is it recorded that Jesus taught that 
the moral law ceased to exist as a rule of life for 
the Christian,—for all men? Where did He say 
of the precept, “Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me, that it was abolished? Where 
did he release men from the law. Tuou shalt 
not take the name of the Lord thy God in vain.” 
Where did He say the Sabbath law is done away, 
and my people are not required to observe it ? 
Where did He say of any one of the ten pre- 
cepts that it was abolished? ‘The moral law in 
its codified form was given under most impres- 
sive circumstances. No other laws were ever 
thus given. God wrote each precept 
on the rock with His own hand. He 
spake them all with His own voice in the 
presence of the multitudes, amid the thunder 
and dt aing. und the votce of +t 
ceeding loud; so that all the people te Gh Gee 
trembled. When did the code thus established 
pass away? We have looked long and in vain 
for the record, Where is the evidence chat it 
passed quietly away? It cannot be that a code 
so impressively inaagurated should be annulled, 
or die out, without any ciear trace of its depart- 
ure. Let the advocates of no-lawism give us 
the proof or cease their advocacy. Jesus Christ 
taught the 1 — of the law. In His in- 
augural sermon He said. Think not that I am 
come to destroy the law, or the prophets; I am 
not come to destroy, bat to fuläil. For 
verily I say unto vou. till Heaven and 
earth shali pass, ove jot or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law till ali be fulfilled.” The 
word jot is used for the Hebrew yodh, and the 
Greek iota, the smallest letter in the alphabet. 
The word tittle is fiom the Greek teraio, signi- 
fying a mark, or accent. Thus we have Jesus 
insisting upon the perpetuity of the law intact 
to the smallest letter, and the smallest point of 

* letter. Repeatedly did Jesus teach the 25 
thority of the law in a summary form, 
„Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy bears, and with all thy soul, and with all 
thy mind. This is the first and great command- 
ment. And tlw second is like unto it,—Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” Again he 
said to one, It thou wilt enter into life, keep 
the commandments.” Did Christ thus emphat- 
ically teach the commandmenis aod then quietly 
set them aside? That He did not is evident from 
the teachings of His Disciples. The Disciple 
John says: By this we know that we love the 
children of Goi when we love God and keep 
His commandments. For this is the love of 
God that we keep His commandments, and His 
commandments are not grievous.” The Apos- 
tle James, referring specifically to one table of 
the law says: II ye fulill royal law ac- 
cording to the Scripture, thou shalt love tay 
neighbor as thyseif, and ye do well.”

During that 
Conference committees were appointed for the 
several countries represented, the list for this 
country comprising thirty-six clergymen and 
laymen chosen from different parts of the coun- 
try. Tuts Committee held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon in the Fourth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, at Fourth avenue and Twenty-second 
street, the Rev. Drs. James McCosh, of Prince- 
ton, Elijah B. Craven, Newark; George D. Mat- 
thews, W. W. Atterbury, William Adams, Philip 
Schaff, and E. P. Rogers, of New York, 
and J. A. Lefevre, of Baltimore, being pres- 
eat.

We 
have a Government, elected in 1873, witich 
has exceeded the worst apprehensions of 
even the most despairing. It is a Govern- 
ment that has virtually declared itself perma- 
nent. Corruption stalks through the Council 
Chamber withont disguise. The price of 
legislation is marked in plain figures, and 
the Aldermen are ‘‘ runners” intently hunting 
up trade. Everything is for sale, from a 
contract to a franchise. If a manyowe the 
city money, he can have the sum abated upon 
paying half the abatement to the Aldermen. 
If a man have a claim against the city, he 
must, to get paid, include from: $20,000 to 
$40,000 to divide among the Aldermen. Ifa 
contractor ask payment for werk done, he 
must pay to have his bill audited. There is 
not anordinance passed withaut being bought 
and paid for. Offices are created that they 
may be sold to the highest bidder, and never, 
even in the history of New York, was there a 
Government so rotten, criminal, and corrupt 
as that which has fastened itself on 
Chicago, and which expects to be perpetu- 
ated in office by the decision of the Supreme 
Court. . 

The decision of this case is of great mo- 
ment. It is the last hope of deliverance on 
the part of the people. Though ‘there is a 
constitutional prohibition of any increase of 
debt, the people have lost all confidence in 
the City Government, and refuse to pay taxes. 
From four to six millions of dollars of taxes 
are unpaid, the public refusimg to pay money 
into the City Treasury. Thesp unpaid taxes 
are represented by outstanding certificates 
bearing interest. Though lqgally they are 
certificates of unpaid taxes, practically they 
are a mammoth public debt, torwhich millions 
are annually added. Should the Supreme 
Court affirm the right of Mr. Col vm to con- 
tinue Mayor until 1777, then the quiet revo- 
lution of non-payment of taxes already prac- 
ticed by a portion of the peoyfle will become 
general. Nota dollar will be. paid until the 
present rotten, corrupt, and shameless City 
Government are starved into an abandon- 
ment of the offices they have used to 
disgrace and plunder the community.

tended to enlighten the English people on 
a subject of great public interest, viz., the 
character, progress, and .xtent of Govern- 
ment ownership and Government supervision 
of railways in Germany, and the consequences 
thereof, social and economical. The subject 
is one, we hardly need say, of equal interest 
to American readers. The evils of uncon- 
trolled private management of railways have 
been brought into strong light in both un- 
tries during the past ten years, and have 
called out many crude and unsatisfactory 
remedies. Among the various demands that 
have been made upon legislative bodi ps ajad 
railway officials, the only one apprcaching 
unanimity has been a demand for iaforma- 
tion. A good deal of ‘progress has been made 
in getting information as to the cost of 
constructing and operating rail umys, and 
as to the effect of high and low tariffs and 
discriminating tariffs, and as to competing 
and non-competing lines. Very little has 
been obtained, however, concerning the re- 
sults of raiway traffic and management on 
the Contiv ent of Europe, and it is scarcely 
ereditabys to us that we should have made no 
scientif o examination of the systems prevail- 
ing th/ re. Mr. Macponnetz’s article points 
the v ay to a very rich field for further explo- 
rati/ n, and we trust that some. equally intel- 
lig ent and candid observer may perform the 
* me office for the railways of France, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland, and Italy that he has 
done for those of Germany. 

The vital point in railway management 
was grasped, as we learn from this article, by 
the King of the Belgians and his Finance 
Minister, M. Rozrek, as early as the year 1834. 
‘* Whoever possesses a railway,” said the latter, 
„ possesses a monopoly, and such a monop- 
oly ought to be in the hands of the State.” 
This principle the Belgian Government adopt- 

in the beginning, and has adhered 
to, so far as was necessary to secure 
the practical’ control of all the lines 
in the Kingdom. About one-third of 
the lines are owned by the Government ab- 
aolutely, and the control of these gives a 
commanding influence over the othera’ In 
Germany we find a system beginning in a dif- 
ferent way, but tending to the same conclu- 
sion as that of Belgium. The first Prussia 
milways were begun by private companies 
under concessions or charters for 
thirty-five years. The companies staggered 
or became insolvent. Then the Government 
granted cash subsidies here and there. Then 
the Government built some long lines for 
political and military ends. It bought the 
interests of individuals ii some cases. It 
sometimes made loans to companies, ome- 
tinnes gifts or bonuses, and sometimes it 
guaranteed a certain rate of interest on pri- 
vate capital for a certain length of time. | 
Such was the hotch-potch when the war 
with Austria and the consblidation of the | 
Empire took place. The Berlin Government | 
then fell heir to a number of other systems | 
and parts of systems, in which Government | 
ownership and partnership was mixed up with 
the obligation of completing certain unfinish- | 
ed lines. It is seen that the Government has 
ö 
ö 


become inextricably entangled with railways, 
not in pursuance of any fixed principle as in 
the case of Belgium, but through the opera- 
tion of circumstances. It is shown inci- 
dentally by Mr. MacpoxxxLL that the original 
cost of construction of railways in Prussia | 
under Government management or inter- 
ference was only $88,950 per mile, while in | 
England it was $176,250 per mile average, or 
about twice as great in the latter as in the. 
former. Allowance must be made, however, 
for the greater cost of right of way in En- 
gland, and also forthe expense of “ getting’ 
up the bill,” which is always a heavy charge 
in England in the way of lawyers’ fees and | 
witness fees and red tape, while in Prussia it 
ig nothing. 

The German Government now owns and 
operates the twelve principal lines of railway 
in the Empire. It owns in part some of the 
lesser lines. By ite control of the chief lines 
it exercises a commanding influence upon the 
secondary ones. But this influence is not 
used to require the private companies to do 
business at unremunerative rates. Nor does 
the Government itself do business at a loss. 
The average rate of interest earned by the 
Government lines on the capital invested is 
about 6 per cent, and on the private lines 
64 per cent. In England the rate does not 


exceed 44 percent, In point of safety to | 


passengers, the German statistics show only 
one person injured to every three millions 
carried.

There are many reasons, as we showed the 
other day, why the Garden City” should 
Le cluosen. The Convention will probably 
be hald after the National Republican Con- 
vention. which is fixe for the 14th of June. 
In all probability, the unterrified and rock- 
jrooted Bourbons will meet on the Fourth 
oft July and celebrate the nation’s 
Centennial birthday by nominating for the 
Presidency somebody who refuses to admit 
that the United States is a nation. Now, St. 
Louis, on the Fourth of July, has much the 
‘same fiery. climate as the region to which 
‘Maine, according to the old song, was bent 
when she voted for Gov. Kenr. The Mis- 
sissippi Valley sizzles and seethes with heat 
in the dog-days, No man ever stays there at 
such a season who can get away, and nobody 
goes there. Holding a convention at such a 
place and such atime would be like holding 
one on the equator Aug: 1, or in the North- 
ern Pacific isothermal beit Jan. 1. There are 
no political advantages to be gained which 
can counterbalance the vast personal discom- 
fort of the delegates. Missouri can be relied 
upon, in any event, for the Confederate 
ticket. Illinois, om the other hand, is rightly 
counted by the Confederates as very uncer- 
tain. There can be no doubt that it would 
be shrewd. politicdlly, to hold the Convention 
here, though it would take a miracle or two 
to persuade Illinois to go Democnatic, pro- 
vided the right man is nominated at Cincin- 
pati. Then, as far as climate is concerned, 
what clime can be healthier and pleasanter 
than that of Chicago in July? The 
charms of ‘this city as a summe 
resort are well known. Every prospey:t 
pleases, and only a few men are vile. Gentle 
byeezes blow from lake and prairie throw zh 
our spacious ‘avennes and broad boule var ds, 
and roses are constantly expiring in arompatic 
pain in the neighborhood of Bridgeport, 
whence they diffuse themselves through the 
atmosphere. Chieago is cool, cheerful, 
healthful ‘Her hotels are ample. Her Expo- 
sition Building is big enough to hold the 
Convention and many thousand speetators. 
Speaker Kerr's composition of the House 
Committees shows that the West is bound to 
be the. determining element in the Democratic 
party.. It will almost certainly demand that 
the party's grand pow-wow shall be held 
within its limits, and, if this demand is 
granted, the Convention is ours.

RUYSDAEL, 
THE FAMOUS DUTCH YAINTER. 
From the French of Arsene Houssaye, 

All the wild melancholy of love breathes from 
the landscapes of Ruysdael; his waterfalls are 
full of tears; bis fountaius weep torrents of 
despair. 

Ruysdael is the poet of wounded hearts. His 
biographers affirm that an unfortunate passion 
alienated him from marriage. What was that 
unfortunate passion? One interrogates in vain 
all the historians of Dutch art; the poets of 
Leyden and Haarlem. Bat there is no national 
literature in Holland except that which palpi- 
tates in her pictures; the comic poets are Brau- 
wer, Steen, and Teniers; the bucolic are Berg- 
hem, and Paul Potter; the elegiac Raysdael 
aod Everdiogen; the philosophers Lucas, of 
Leyden, and Rembrandt; the romancers Ostade 
and Metzu, Gerard Dow and Terburg; the 
lighter poets Seghers, Van Hraysum. All shades 
might be found in making the soar ef the circle. 

The biographers of Ruysdael have better 
loved to explain his pictures (to explain the 
pictures of R uysdael !) than to study his genius. 
Since they have vot recounted the romance of 
his life, the field is more vast for the dreamers. 
We have a thousand times followed Ruysdae! in 
bis | ; we have seen him sit down be- 
fore the cascade which bore away his tears; we 
bave accom him into the gloomy forest 
where he cast away his sighs; little b Uetle we 
have discovered his secret; he loved!

These last are the least es- 
teemed. Ruysdael, the dreaming and poetic 
Ruysdael, the one who had painted with love sod 
with passion, all that nature bad shown him that 
was charming, ead, or picturesque, ended by 
painting only to enrich himself. e golden age 
of dreams was gone. He survived his illusions 
and his beautiful talent. 

As he lived often alone in the silence of the 
woods and of the atelier, his biographers have 
not been able to preserve sufficient traces to 
psiot his character. We can only study his life 
in scattered notes here and there. He did not 
live in the world, because be found in Nature 
another world, where his sincere soul was less 
disturbed. . ... Ruysdael was an autumnal 
landscapsist. He loved the winds and storms,— 
the sadness of November. Nature had for him 
more tears than emiles. When he saw her smile, 
it was no longer the amile of joy or hope, but 
rather of that souvenir which consoles. If he 
painted the sun, it was the setting sun,— 
that which gees away, and not that which 
comes. He loved above ali the falling water. 
I will not say, like one of hie biographers, be- 
cause his pname—Ruysdael—cao be translated

UNIVERSITY OF MICHICAN. 

THE.‘‘ MUSEUM OF ART AND HISTORY” 
in the University of Michigao was founded abont 
sixteen years ago by the purchase of a collection 
of plaster and terra-cotta copies of statuary in 
Paris, Naples, and Berlin, and by the addition 
also of a collection of engravings and photo- 
grapbs illustrating to some extent classical archi- 
tecture as well as modern art. 

The limited means at the command of the de- 
partment have made the rapid growth of the 
museum quite impossible, though very valuable 
additions have been made. 

The object, it should be understood, in 2 
university museum of this kind is two-fold: To 
afford at once the means of art culture, and of 
illustration and help in the study of history and 
the classics, as well as other literature. There- 
fore, objects of art and antiquity often possess 
a significance which would be perhaps of little 
interest to the art-student or to the ordinary 
visitor. An idea of 
THE CHARACTER AND EXTENT OF THE COLLECTION 
may be given ina few words. In statuary the 
museum was able to purchase a few of the 
great typical works of full size, supplementing 
these, for the present, with the best obtainable 
copies in reduction. The copies are all artistic, 
made partly under the direction of the Govern-

ing the Resumption act is very far from

The Impending Conflict in Eu- 
rope---Russia Arming at 
All Points. 


An Alliance of Russia, Austria, and 
France Against England and 
Germany.

Sr. Pererssurnv, Dec. 22, 1875.— Lou have 
heard, doubtless, of the active preparations for 
war that have been going on in this country for 
some time past. These preparations are far 
more active than is, or can be, known outside of 
Russia, where, as you are aware, everything 
political or military—the two things are the same 
here—is conducted with the greatest possible 
caution and secrecy. 

PREPARATIONS FOR WAR. 

The entire Empire is getting ready for 
offensive hostilities, as is evident to any ob- 
server who travels to any extent through the 
dominions of the Czar. The present movaghent 
is, indeed, so palpable that the oilicers of the 
Russian army hardly deny, when asked by 
civilians they are -intimate with, that a great 
war is imminent. Of course, they don’t say 
yes—in truth they have ho positive knowledge 
on the subject—but, on the other hand, they 
don't say no, because a negative would indicate 
very little intelligence in the face of incontesta- 


. THEIR REAL OBJECT. 

It is generally believed that the object of the 
present martial activity is the seizure, occu- 
pancy, and absorption of Turkey by Russia, 
though it is not understood how or when Russia 
is to execute the pian she bas so long and ar- 


| dently cherished. This Government rarely, if 


ever, does or attempts to do anything without 
ample deliberativd and thorough equipment. 
ou may say that the demand of the late 
Nicholas I. upon the Sultan for the protec- 
torate of all subjects professing the 
Greek faith, would seem to disprove this. The 
Sultan, as everybody knows, flatly refused, no 
one knowing better thao the Czar that the Sui- 
tan would refuse. What the Czar did not know 
was that Turkey would be backed in her resist- 
ance by France and Great Britaian.

Alexander ia a very different person from his 
father. He has much of his father’s strength, 
without his injustice, and all of his intellect 
without his passionate blindness to consequences. 
Alexander never makes a move on the political 
chess-board unless be has, or thinks he has, his 
deep game clearly wrought out in his own mind. 
Quiet as he is sagacious, bis quietness has de- 
ceived the greater part of Europe by veiling his 
supreme ambition. He never, for & mo- 


~| meat, given up any of the plans his father en- 
.| tertained, and he has add 


many plaus on his 
own account. He is still youug, in an Old World 
sense, not being 58 until next April. He fully 
expects, before be dies, to change the condition 
of Europe, end he knous of no more effective 
way to bring about that change than to cripple 
the immense—the, at present, overs wing 
power of Germany. 
A MISTAKEN NOTION. 

I have often heard iu Berlin that the interest 
of Russia is one with the interest of Germany, 


| because the Ozar and his family are more than 


half German. The latter part of this is true, for 
Alexander es grandmother was Mary of Wurtem- 
berg; his mother was the daughter of Frederick 


Wil Ki of Prussia; and his wife is a 
daughter of uis II., Grand Duxe of Heasse- 
Darmstadt. 


The interest of the two nations. however, is 
antagonistic; having especially become so since 
the formation of the German Empire. Russia 
has taken great pains to have, aud has succeed- 
ed in making, it understood that she is more of 
an Asiatic than European power. Soatoely a week 
passes that one does not see ia the Berlin, Paris, 
and Loudon newspapers the expression of this 
idea, which pleases Alexander and his Court 
mightily, because they are well aware that it is 
not true. Whatever the Ozar and bis family 
may be by blood, blood in Europe nowadays bas 
little to do with poucy, particularly when policy 
is but another name tor manifest advantage. 
A NEW AND SECRET ALLIANCE. 

The existing power of Germany is an inces- 

sant menace and source of alarm to every other 


Power in Europe. Each nation feels, while 
under the shadow of Germany, that 
its King is perpetually in check. 


Russia is more determined than ever 
to possess Turkey, and obliterate it from the 
map. She felt that she could not do this while 
the old combination was availiable against her. 
That combination, after the Franco-German 
war, was vo longer possible. Russia's opportuni- 
ty has come, aod she has resolved to make the 
most of it. When she essumes the offeusive 
against Turkey, she necessarily expects to 
be brought into collision with other na- 
tions, In order to be enabled to 
achieve her purpose, Russia, it is de- 
heved, has a secret understanding with France 
avd Austria that they will stand by her. This 
coalition, she has every reason to think, wiil 
cause an alliance between Germany and Great 
Britain against her aod tbe two other states. 
GERMANY'S POSITION. 

Germany can, it is assertea,put fully two mill- 
ions of men into the tieid, and with such sol- 
diers and such equipment as she can command, 
she feels sure she can defeat any force, however 
large, that can be broaght against ber. 

GREAT BRITAIN’S POSITION. 

Great Britain bas long been jealous of Rus- 
sia s steady development eastward, fearing, not 
without reason, that the Czar will soon become 
an unpleasant neighbor as respects her Indian 

ssious. Her chief interest being in that 
direction, she belongs spontaneously to any aide 


which, in event of 4 great contest, is 
arrayed against Russia. Her recent pur- 
chase of the Suez Canal shares 


was, palpably enough, only to strengthen 
herself in the East. She cannot, perbaps, ab- 
complish a great deal with ber army, so small is 
it compared with the continental armies; but her 


navy can render invaluable assistance. 


FRANCE'S POSITION. 
Frauce has been burning for revenge ever since 
her bumiliating apd crushing defeat at Sedan. 
Her rancor is all the greater because she feels 
that she cannot contend ee against 
Germacy. Consequently, she is more than willing 
to ally herself witn any first-class power to the 
end of punishing ber most cordialiy detested 
enemy. Her army is not nearly so efficient as 
bas been supposed. She bas not profited prop- 
erly by her late bitter experience, and is not on

THE WRESTLING MATCH. 
RIGAL VS. CARTERON. | 
Perhaps the most artistic wrestling match ever 
given in this Western country came off last 
evening in McCormick Hall between Jules Rigal, 
of Paris, Franca, and Louis Carteron, of Mar- 
seilles. It was an exhibition of real endurance, 
and carried on after the Greco-Romaa style, 
the actions of which are apt to lead one back to 
the days of the Roman gladi arena. 
Rigal is 26 years of age, and weighs 157 pounds. 
He is rather dark-complexioved, and in height 
is about 5 feet 4 imches. When he appeared on 
the stage he was dressed in flesh-colored leg | 
tights, trunks, and siriped stocks. His chest 
was bare to the waist. He had perhaps a little 
too much adipose, but his arms and lege re- 
sembled those of a giant in strength. His 
muscles stuck out line vast bars of iron, and ap- 
peared almost as bard. Carteron is 25 years 
old, and weighs 182 pounds. He has a light- 
sandy complexioa, and stands about 6 feet 9 
inches bigh. He has more strength than his 
antagonist, but not nearly the skill, though he 
possesses perhaps a greater amount of tue 
power of endurance. His muscles and ches: 
are also extraordinarily well developed. He 
was bare to the waist, and dressed in white leg 
tights, brown trunks, and striped stéckin gs. 
The hall was mot nearly filled, oa account of

A Letter te Jefferson Davis Offering to

Monthly, 

Camp Onawor,8 Aug. 1868. Mn. PRESIDENT: 
Your letters of 28 July and 2 Aug. have been 
roc d, and | have waited for a leisure bour to re- 
ply, but I fear that will never come. I am ex- 
tremely obliged to you for the attention given 
to the wants of this army, and the 
efforts made to supply them. Our sb- 
sen tees are returning, and I hope the ear- 
nest and beautiful appeal made to the country 
in your proclamation may stir up the whole 

le, and that they may see their dut7 aod 
perform it. Nothing is wanted but that their 
fortitude should equal their bravery, to insure 
the success of our cause. We must expect re- 
verses, even defeats. They are sent to teach us 
wiedom and prudence, to cali forth greater en- 
ergies, andto prevent our falling into greater 
disasters. Our people have only to be true and 
united, to bear manfully the misfortunes inci- 
dent to war, and all will come right in the end. 

I know how prone We are to cens aod how 
ready to blame others for the noofulfillment of 
our expectations. This is unbecoming ia a gen- 
erous people, and I grieve to see ita expression. 
The general remedy for the want of success in s 
mili commander is bis removal. This is 
nat and in maoy instances proper, For. no 
matter what may be the ability of the officer, if 
he loses the confidence of his troops, disaster 
must sooner or later ensue. 

I have been prompted by these reflections 
more than once since my return from Penusyl- 
vania to propose to your Exceliency the pro- 
priety of selecting another commander for this 
army. I have seen and heard of expressions of 
discontent in the public journals at the re- 
sult of the expedition. Ido not know how far 
this feeling extends in the army. My brother 
officers have been too kind to report it, 
and so far the troops have been too generous to 
exhibit it. It is fair. however, to suppose that 
it does exist, and success is so necessary to us 
that nothing should be risked to secure it. I 
therefore, in Ali sincerity, request your Excel- 
lency to take measures to supply my 
place. I do this with the more earnesi- 
peas because no one is more aware 
than myself of my inability for the 
duties of my position. I cannot evea accom- 
plish what 1 myself desire. How can 1 fulfill 
the expectations of others ? In addition, I sensi- 
bly feel the growing failure of my bodily 
strength. I have not yet recovered from the at- 
tack I experienced the past spring. 1 am becom- 
ing more aod more incapable of exertion, and am 
thus prevented from making the personal 
examinations and giving the personal su- 
per vision to the operations in the field which I 
feel to be necessary. Iam so dull that in mak- 
ing use of the eyes of othere I am frequently 
misied.

Fighting the Bankrupt Lines, 


The Committee on Transportation appointed 
by the Board of Trade to investigate the dis- 
crimination made by the railroads against the 
city, held another meeting yesterday morning at 
10 o'clock, Mr. E. B. Stevons in the obair. and 
Mr. W. T. Baker acting as Secretary. Mr. J. C. 
Clark, General Manager, and Mr. J. F. Tucker. 
General Superintendent of the Illinois Central 
Hailroad; appeared before the Committee. 

MR. CLARK'S TESTIMONY ~ 
was the most important yet brought out, and it 
will greatly aid the Committee in making out 
théir final report. Mr. Clark showed at every 
step chat he was a railroad manager of judgment 
and experience, who is not afraid to express his 


ponest opinion, though it should reflect upon 
managers and roads on friendly terms with bim. 
He began by stating that the question which 
the Board of Trade had under con- 
sideration affected the Illinois Central 
Railroad as much as any other business interest 
in the city. It was the unqualified interest of 
bis road to bring trade to Chicago. All its inter- 
ests were centered in this city, and with it it had 
to rise or fall. His line was crossed at various 
points by thirty-seven different roads, with all 
of which they had to compete because all of 
them were trying to divert trade from this city. 

He showed by a skeleton map which he had 
brought along that there was but one road be- 
sides his south of LaSalle which had an interest 
in bringing trade to Chicago, and that was the 
Chicago & Alton. It was the interest of all the 
other lines crossing his to carry trade directly 
East without touching this city.
